There has been widespread 
criticism of air power results in 
Korea because the North Koreans, 
virtually without any airplanes of 
their own, have been able to surge 
forward steadily on the ground.

over confident in what it could 
achieve in actual fighting.

Taxing the Future 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I have formed the habit of not ex- 
pecting to agree with Senator Taft’s 
opinions. But he is thoroughly right in 
demanding that the present war be fi- 
— by taxation and not by borrow- 
ng. 

When we used to borrow money 
abroad, it was possible (wisely or un- 
wisely) to throw upon a future gen- 
eration the burden of paying for a war. 
Now that we borrow only from our- 
selves, the pretense that the future will 
pay is flim-flam. The money for this 
year’s war must come out of our pock- 
ets this \year, since there is nowhere 
else for it to come from. It must come 
from the pockets in which there is 
money, whether the pocket holds $10 
or $10,000,000, since it cannot come out 
of pockets in which there is none. 

If it comes out in taxes, the job is 
done with. If it comes out in the pur- 
chase of bonds, and we expect those 
bonds to be paid, then at the maturity 
of the bonds the taxes to pay the bonds 
will have to be levied. Those taxes 
will have to be collected mainly out of 
the bondholders: out of whom else could 
they mainly be collected? 

Thus John Doe, who holds bonds that 
call for a hundred or a million in 1970, 
will in that vear be taxed $102 or $1.- 
020.000. out of which his bonds will then 
be paid off, the extra 2 per cent being 
the cost of: the stationery and clerk- 
hire involved in collecting the taxes 
and redeeming the bonds. Yet when 
he bought the bonds he thought that 
in 1970 he would have his money back 
—out of the air.

Still Needed! 

Let’s make no bones about it. The vote against 
the proposed city charter was shocking. 

With both-party organizations working against 
the charter, defeat was, not unexpected. But it 
took more than the wardheelers to pile up 117,- 
037 No votes while only 65,797 ballots were 
marked Yes. There have been occasions when 
the difference, 51,240 votes, came close to 
equaling the total primary vote. 

The politicians awhu were working in defense 
of their patronage and privilege are fooling 
themselves if they take direct credit for yester- 
day’s turn-out at the polls. The biggest single 
cause of the charter’s defeat was the charge 
that it would increase the tax load in St. Louis. 
That whisper spread faster and farther than 
the wafdheelers could hope to carry it.

After the election as before, this charge is a 
lie. This charter was not a tax-imposing instru- 
ment, but it did empower the city government 
to levy taxes—as any charter must. It is most 
unfortunate that a stupid requirement of state 
law insists that a city may levy. no tax not speci- 
fied in its charter. This gave the Freeholders 
no choice other than to list every conceivable 
form of municipal taxation so that the Aldermen 
might enact those they deemed most suitable. 

A‘good city charter—or any other constitution 
for that matter—ought to carry only the sim- 
ple statement that the government shall have 
the power to levy taxes. The Missouri require- 
ment forced the Freeholders to write whole sec- 
tions which were misrepresented and misunder- 
stood. The state law ought to be changed. ., Its 
silly requirement should be scratched out. 
books.

May we point out, meanwhile, that those who 
voted against the charter in the belief that they 
were voting for cheaper municipal government 
should realize, on second thought, that they made 
a big mistake? The charter was drawn up as 
a direct result of the work of the citizens’ com- 
mittee appointed by Mayor Kaufmann to find 
ways of cutting the cost of city government. 

This committee found the City Hall full of 
waste, duplication and inefficiency. The char- 
ter was an excellent attempt to simplify the 
municipal structure and thus to get more re- 
sults for less money. The voters decided to keep 
the outmoded machinery in operation, and it is 
puerile to believe that they will not have to 
pay the cost of its upkeep. The defeat of the 
charter means either less service, more taxes, or 
bigger deficits.

By stacking the cards against the charter, the 
politicians did not allow enough time for mak- 
ing this clear to everybody in the community. 
Now the lesson may have to be learned the hard 
way. But it will be learned. So we feel cer- 
tain that another effort will be made to mod- 
ernize City Hall. And we believe it will succeed. 

The precedent is to be found in the adoption 
of the present charter. By 1911. the charter of 
1876 had become inadequate. A new one was 
drawn up, but it was defeated by a vote of 
65.324 against 24,817. That set-back actually 
was worse than yesterday’s. But those interested 
in the welfare of St. Louis did not give up. In 
1914, a new charter was adopted by a vote of 
46.839 against 44,188. This performance can be 
repeated and improved upon. 

We commend this idea to those who drew up 
the defeated charter and those who worked so 
hard for its adoption in the brief time allotted 
them. We again salute Chairman Tucker and 
the Freeholders for their conscientious, public- 
spirited service. We also salute Aloys Kauf- 
mann, H. Sam Priest and the members of the 
Citizens’ Committee for the New Charter. Theirs 
was essential work which will yet be carried to 
completion. 
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On the Eve of Revolution 

With Belgium on the brink of full-scale insur- 
rection, Leopold III finally agreed to delegate 
his authority to his son. This is the decision he 
should have made months ago, a decision which 
would have saved his divided land from violent 
unrest which may not be as easily stilled as it 
was aroused. 


By refusing to take this action sooner, Leopold 
only accentuated existing ethnic, religious, social 
and economic divisions of the Belgian people. 
Whether he and Belgium were the victims of his 
own stubbornness or of bad advice awaits the 
verdict of historians. 


But it is to be hoped that his final decision. 


to step aside comes in time to permit a speedy 
welding together again of the Belgians. It is to 
be hoped also that leaders of the three major 
parties will work whole-heartedly to restore 
unity to the country. 


For Belgium's stout-hearted resistance was of 


invaluable assistance in stemming the German 


invasion from the East in World War I. Similar 
Belgian resistance against invasion from the 
East may be needed again. And meanwhile the 
free world needs the help of Belgium’s counsel. 
its people and’ its factories in the defense of 
democracy.

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The Russians as Before 

Soviet Russia came back to the United Nations 
Security Council with a brisk crackle of fire- 
works. In taking over the council presidency, 
the Russian delegate, Jakob Malik, lost no time 
in setting them off. And the American delegate, 
Warren Austin, was quick with his own fusillades. 
But it can hardly be asserted that the exchange 
took anybody by surprise, or that it worked any 
major change in international affairs. 

From the very outset, Malik followed the 
Russian line on Korea as this was established in 
the Kremlin’s reply to Pandit Nehru’s offer of 
mediation. In short, Russia would discuss Korea, 
provided that a Chinese Communist delegation 
were first seated in the Security Council. 


Taciturn and heavy-handed for the most part, 
Malik opened fire with a ruling that the Nation- 
alist Chinese had no legal right to be present. 
This was challenged at once by a tight-lipped 
Austin. After the skirmishing, Russia found 
only India and Yugoslavia voting with it. Malik 
had lost, whether he counted the Chinese vote 
or mot.’ The United States had scored. 


Ambassador 
Austin made it clear that the United States was 
not ruling out a discussion of this question in its

And perhaps 
one may also venture to say that while there is 
talk there may be hope. 
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A Blow to Mr. Truman’s Prestige 

There was one big issue in the Democratic 

race for nomination for United States Senator 
in Missouri. That was Harry S. Truman’s abil- 
ity to hand-pick a candidate and get him ap- 
proved at the polls, no matter what his record. 
The day after the primary, Mr. Truman had 
not been able to put his man over. 
’ As this is written, Mr. Truman’s miserably 
weak selection, State Senator Emery W. Allison 
of Rolla, is some 5000 votes behind former Con- 
gressman Thomas C. Hennings Jr. of St. Louis. 
All the St. Louis vote is in, and Mr. Hennings 
has carried this community, including St. Louis 
county, over Mr. Allison by the astounding to- 
tal of 71,000 votes. 

Since the unreported precincts—less than a 
twentieth of the 4676 total—are outstate, Mr. Al- 
lison presumably staod to gain throughout the 
day. One bloc of missing returns was in the 
southeast section where Mr. Truman’s entry 
was known all along to be particularly strong. 
But the Allison vote was at its peak in Kansas 
City, and all the Jackson County ballots are 
counted. 

Thus, it is possible that the Hennings lead 
will melt down to produce a neck-and-neck fin- 
ish. Indeed, there is a chance that the final 
outcome will not be determined until the ab- 
sentee ballots are counted. Of these, there were 
some 1500 in St. Louis alone; so they could, in 
an exceedingly tight race, decide the winner. 

But a photo-finish, with Mr. Allison finally 
winning, hardly less than the results after a 
night of ballot counting, would be a blow to the 
prestige of Harry Truman. He said he made an 
exception to a rule of keeping hands off primary 
races because Missouri is his home state. And if 
it is a blow to Mr. Truman, it is a heavy jolt, 
too, to Gov. Smith and Mayor Darst who came: 
out for Mr. Allison. 

Now it is quite clear that many thousands of 
voters saw that Mr. Allison was no more than 
a coat-tail rider. They looked straight through 
his phony appeal to vote for him in order to 
support the President. They knew that the Alli- 
son record of 18 years at Jefferson City was one 
of aid and comfort to special interests—a record 
thoroughly reactionary and not remotely the 
basis for promotion to Washington. 

This rebuke to Mr. Truman, be it said, is 
against him as a local politician, not as the 
President of the United States in a time of na- 
tional emergency. He asked for it and he got 
it. To:repeat, even if Mr. Allison should still 
narrowly win, Harry S. Truman has suffered a 
severe blow to his prestige in his home state.

Price Control Maybe 

President Trurfan tavors “price control may- 
be,” not “price control now.” That is the sub- 
stance of his letter to congressional leaders in 
which he says he would not object to legislation 
giving him stand-by authority to impose price. 
wage and rationing controls if he deems them 
necessary. | 


What the advocates of mandatory controls 
had sought was quite different. They wanted 
an immediate freeze of prices and wages, with 
possibly even a rollback to some date prior to 
the Korean invasion. 

Bernard M. Baruch, whose call for such con- 
trols touched off the extraordinary wave of 
sentiment for a broader degree of economic mo- 
bilization than the President had proposed, de- 
clared that the time has gone by when stand-by 
controls would be effective. 

The Administration does not agree. Neither 
does the Republican leadership in the House, 
which has come out for stand-by, but not manda- 
tory, price control authority. We believe this 
is a mistake. But with the Administration and 
the opposition leaders in harmony this may be 
about what the country will get. 

Stand-by controls, of course, are better than 
none, The very. existence of the authority may 
help to check’ some of the inflationary forces 
now at work. But there is a grave risk that 
controls won't be imposed fast enough or at 
the right places. Perhaps the more serious risk 
is that piecemeal controls—for example, partial 
price control without wage control—may create 
the illusion of. stabilization as a cloak for creep- 
ing inflation. 

There is no question that the people demand 
effective control of inflation. Mr. Truman says 
this can be obtained with stand-by controls. It 
is now his sole responsibility to make good on 
the promise by the prompt and fearless exercise 
of the authority Congress seems likely to give 
him,

Trap in a Peace Petition

For some weeks the principal activity of 
those devoted drudges who constitute the 
humbler ranks of the Communist party has 
been the collection of signatures for the 
so-called Stockholm peace petition. And 
despite reiterated warnings from the press 
and radio about the real origins and pur- 
poses of the petition, the peace campaign 
is proceeding with considerable’ success. 
In the Borough of Brooklyn alone, accord- 
ing to the Daily Worker, 150,000 signatures 
have been obtained. Fifty thousand are 
said to have been collected in Maryland 
and 10,000 in Connecticut. 


It is probable that not one signer in a 
hundred has any notion of the true import 
of the document to which he has been 
persuaded to put his name. What he does 
know is that in a world where almost all 
crave peace,. war has become chronic; 
that all the. slaughter and sacrifice of the 
last two wars brought no abandonment of 
war as a policy. He also knows that there 
is something monstrously wrong about all 
this, and that something or somebody must 
be to blame. Offered what seems to him 
an opportunity to protest, he embraces it. 


Thus unwittingly the lover of peace in- 
dorses the Communist program for the 
conquest of the world. He is led to as- 
sert his belief that 


“any government which first uses 

atomic weapons against any other 

country whatever will be committing a 

crime against humanity and should be 

dealt with as a war criminal.” 

This, of course, implies that the use of 
atomic weapons would not only justify re- 
prisals in kind; it would also call for the 
destruction of the government which pos- 
sesses tethnological. superiority in such 
weapons, either by revolution or by inva- 
sion and conquest. This point is further 
clarified by the Russian journalist Leonid 
Sobelev, one of the mouthpieces of the 
Kremlin. 


In an article in the Soviet newspaper 
Pravda, translated by the London Econo- 


. mist, Sobelev asserts that the signer of the 


petition has automatically committed him- 
self to a positive course of revolutionary 
action. The true meaning of the pledge, 
as interpreted by Sobelev, is this: 


““T shall do my utmost to prevent war. 

I shall stop trains. I shall refuse to 
unload ships. I shall not allow my son 
or my husband to go to war. I shall 
‘deprive the ministers (of government) 
of food, drink, telephones, transport 
and coal.” 

In other Words, the corollaries to the 


principles ef the Stockholm peace petition 


are strikes, sabotage and - revolutionary 
chaos; not peace but violence. 


Stockholm appeal, backed by Communists, sees menace in only one 
weapon, does not condemn such examples of aggression as that in 
Korea; Kremlin mouthpiece interprets its terms as pledging the 
signer to revolutionary action and sabotage to gain “peace.”

A petition for peace, whatever its source, 
regardless of its motives, cries out to the 
heart. This is why, although its good faith 
has been assailed, its backers exposed, the 
so-called Stockholm Petition is winning 
signers throughout Europe and the United 
States who are not Communists and have 
no intention of joining the party. Through 
good intentions and a sense of misplaced 
integrity the democracies have fumbled the 
ball in thus allowing peace to be perverted 
to use as a Communist slogan. 

Here is the appeal which, in phrases 
which vary only slightly from country to 
country, lovers of peace are being asked 
to sign: 

“We demand the outlawing of atomic 
weapons as instruments of intimidation 
and mass murder of peoples. We demand 
strict international control to enforce this 
measure. 

“We believe that any government which 
first uses atomic weapons against any 
other country whatsoever will be commit- 
ting a crime against humanity and should 
be dealt with as a war criminal. 

“We call on men and women of good 
will throughout the world to sign this ap- 
peal.” 

If this appeal is brought to you to sign, 
you possess a constitutional right to decide 
for yourself whether to sign or not. But 
before doing so, ask the sponsor of the 
petition these questions: 

Is the atomic bomb the only instrument 
of intimidation and mass murder that 
menaces peace? How about sponsored ag- 
gression such as we now see in Korea? 
Do partisans of the peace appeal endorse 
or condemn this instrument of intimida- 
tion? 

The phrasing of point one of this ap- 
peal asks for the “outlawing of atomic 
weapons .. . strict international control 
to enforce this measure.” Does this mean 
that the U.S.S.R. will consent to strict in- 


ternational control—that it will acknowl- . 


edge the right of the United Nations to 
inspect its atomic piles, check its weapons 
and inventory its facilities for making 
weapons? If so, have the partisans of the 
peace appeal any guarantee to this effect; 
have they sought one? 


Obviously the principal sufferer from this 
ruling at the moment would be the United 
States. Do American signers of the peace 
petition advocate that the United States 
agree to the outlawing of our weapons 
stockpile without a corresponding guaran- 
tee from the Soviet Union? We cannot 
believe that most of them do. 

At its best the peace petition becomes, 
therefore, the pious expression of an un- 
realizable hope. At its worst it is a cruelly 
hypocritical effort to pervert man’s uni- 
versal yearning into a weapon of Soviet 
power politics.

The Vital Principle 


CREATIVE PERSONALITY, by Charies Francis Potter 
(Funk & Wagnalis Co. New York, 215 pgs. $2.50.) 
What is life? How explain the origin, 

the purpose and the persistence of the 
myriads of living things we see about us, 
man included? Is it possible to do this 
within the limits of the mind, which has 
its origin in that which it attempts to 
explain? Can the effect explain the 
cause, the part explain the whole which 
engenders the part? 

Do we make the mistake of confusing 
the aspects of life, its physical manifesta- 
tions, with the real life, the immortality 
which exists in the germ cell? Do we con- 
fuse the superficial with the real, the 
Are all the 
living things we see about us merely the 
bloom, the flowering of a fundamental 
force as old as the universe, co-existent 
in fact with the universe? May we prop- 
erly conclude that every planet, every 
star, every whirling mass of matter we 
see in the sky have in them the primordial 
spark of life, made 
manifest to us on 
earth by the in- 
numerable things 
which have mobility, 
growth, respiration, 
multiplication and 
final dissolution? Is 
man immortal in the 
sense that he has 
within his form the 
fundamental life 
which may be trans- 
mitted to endless 
generations. 

These and many

the author in this provocative book. He 
is profoundly impressed by the per- 

sistence of life, indicating that it is a 

vital force urgently required in the evolu- 

tion of the universe.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (UP)— 
The Korean war is making a min- 
ute miser out of President Tru- 
man, The days just aren’t long 
enough for him to consider all 
of the problems that face him 
seven days a week. 

Consequently, the President has 
all but abolished any form of so- 
cial activity. He now spends 
practically every waking moment 
either at his White House desk 
or in his study at Blair House. 

Truman many times has said 
that he was a “prisoner” in the 
White House—‘“that big white 
jail.” Today, he is more of a 
“prisoner” than at any time since 
ithe end of World War II.

“Ideally it would be better for 
white and colored troops to be 
mixed in the same outfit. I think 
that would make better soldiers 
out of all of them. But I’m not 
sure the time has come-for that. 

“Tt would be necessary for the 
Army to raise its standards of ed- 
ucation. The better-educated peo- 
ple are, the better they get along. 
That goes for white as well as 
colored people. We have a good 
——: white illiterates in the 


=. men don’t care whether 
their officers are white or colored 
so long as they’re good officers,” 
said First Sgt. Arthur Ross, Ne- 
gro, of New Orleans. 

“The men are proud to be here 
in combat and not to be known 
as just occupation soldiers,” he 
added.

Incentive to Fight. 

Do Negroes have as much in- 
centive to fight for the United 
States as whites? 

Sail Dammond, an Army regu- 
lar and veteran of the Battle of 
the Bulge: 

“We don't enjoy itas much as a 
white soldier in civilian life, but 
we are Americans and we owe al- 
legiance to our country. Besides 
I've got a wife and two kids I 
want to get back to.” 

Pfc. Milton Ogze, 21, Negro, 
Guthrie, Okla., said it didn’t make 
any difference to him. 

“It makes a difference to me,” 
said Cpl. Wilbert D. Brousard, 20, 
Negro, Beaumont, Tex. 

“It makes a difference to lots 
of other colored soldiers only 
they. won’t say so,” he added.

In one 
morning there was a piece from 
Youngstown, O., in which Bill 
Koval, co-owner of the Youngs- 
town club in the Middle At- 
lantic League, proved appar- 
ently to everybody’s satisfaction 
that television had ruined his 
business, causing a 70 per cent 
drop in attendance, and one 
from Ford Frick naming radio 
as the culprit.

He said tele- 
vision couldn’t possibly be hurt- 
ing the minor leagues because 
there wasn’t enough television 
to hurt anybody. 

Funny, then, that as Mr. Ko- 
val points out, several of the 
minors are struggling to stay 
alive. He says there now are 
58 minor leagues and predicts 
that not more than 40 will be 
going at the end of 1950. 

The amazing thing, as we see 
it, is how any minor league 
club can exist in a territory 
where there is television of ma- 
jor league baseball. ... If you 
lived in State Center, Ia., which 
would you prefer, to see the 
State Center Midgets in Class 
Q at the State Center ball park, 
or a telecast of a Yankee-Cleve- 
land game in your living room? 
Newark learned about televi- 
sion, Jersey City is learning. 

And the big point is that the 
majors, by killing the minors, 
with unfair competition, are fix- 
ing themselves up for the fu- 
ture. What will the majors do,

The duck factory in the states 
of Montana, 
Minnesota, as well as the Cana- 
dian provinces of Alberta, Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, usually 
goes into production the latter 
part of April. The nesting, hatch- 
ing, and rearing of the broods are 
completed by late August, at 
which time the biologists can give 
a fairly accurate report as to the 
number of ducks that will fly 
south in the fall migration. 

This year the hatch is from two 
to three weeks béhind schedule 
and the waterfowl hunting regu- 
lations will not be made public 
until the latter part of August, 
a month later than usual. “By 
issuimg the regulations in 
August,” said Interior Secretary 
Oscar L. Chapman, “‘the Fish and 
Wildlife Service will have more 
to analyze the latest information 
from the flyway biologists on the 
northern breeding grounds. This 
last minute information is needed 
by. the Service in making its 
recommendations.” 

Heavy Snow Stopped Birds. 


A succession of heavy snow- 
storms culminating in five to 10 
inches of snow, blanketing North | 
Dakota, Minnesota, Saskatchewan, 
and Manitoba, April 22 to 25, 
halted the migtating ducks and 
geese and threw the season two 
to three weeks later than last 
year. 
ever, the Canada geese had al- | 
ready gone into production and 
were busy incubating their eggs. 
Nests with five and six eggs 
were numerous even this early in | 
the season. As early as April 10 
to 14, thousands of blue and snow 
geese were reported in Manitoba 
in the Whitewater lake area— 
more than for the past several 
years. 


The June report from Canada 
on water conditions varied from 
poor to excellent. 
berta many shallow sloughs and 
potholes had insufficient water to 
carry through the breeding sea- 
son, which resulted in a consider- 
able duck loss. In Saskatchewan, 
water conditions as a whole were 
excellent. 
the province had a larger breed- 
ing population than in a number 
of years. In Manitoba the Net- 
ley-Libau marshes had a dense 
duck concentration and, with the 
exception of the Red river val- 
ley, the breeding population of 
ducks appeared to exceed last 
year’s by about 40 per cent.

THROUGH the centuries, 
therefore, there has always 
been great praise for the peni- 
tents who sought to “make up 
for their wrong”; for example, 
the prodigal son who was will- 
ing to become a servant in his 
father’s house; the extortioner 
Zacheus, who was willing to re- 
store fourfold to every man he 


had defrauded; the unknown ~ 


woman who lived with Augus- 
tine for 18 years, and then spent 
the rest of her life in prayer 
and penance, as did Augustine 
himself. 


But something absolutely 
weird and unhealthy is happen- 
ing in our modern world. In 
place of men and women being 
praised because they try to 
make up for their past, they are 
condemned because they do. 
There is a terrific penalty on 
repentance. On the contrary, 
those who refuse to make up 
for their past and who persist 
in evil, are praised. One of the 
most dangerous symptoms of 


os 


cultural disintegration is the 
collaboration which a segment 
of the press gives to those who 
sold out America, to Commu- 
nism during the past 15 years. 
He who betrays his country for 
the sake of Russia is more cer- 
tain of a defense than he who, 
having once betrayed, now seeks 
to amend publicly. The deserter 
is praised; the deserter who re- 
turns to battle to atone for his 
cowardice is condemned. The 
man who makes a clean breast 
of his guilt without being forced 
to do it, today becomes the 
culprit, while the culprit be- 
comes the innocent. 


In the light of this perver- 
sion, the Gospels would have to 
be rewritten. Judas would be 
praised, as he has been praised 
in some modern literature. Mary 
Magdalen would be condemned 
for giving up her evil life. The 
thief on the left of the cross, 
who wanted to be taken down 
in order to go on with the busi- 
ness of thieving, would be 
praised simply because he was 
“on the left.” But the thief on 
the right, who: accepted the 
cross as deserved punishment 
for his sins and asked to be 
taken up, would be condemned 
because he was “on the right.”

GOOD AND EVIL are dis- 
tinct in the eyes of God, but in 
ethe eyes of the devil they are 
not. For him, day is night, black 
is white, and right is wrong. 
Nietzsche put it: “Evil be thou 
my good.” But the modern 
world is not quite so philosophi- 
cal. It has another way of de- 
fending evil, and that is to call 
all attacks upon evil “hysteria.” 
By this same logic Lincoln was 
“hysterical” in his defense of 
the equal rights of all men. 


There are two Latin words 
that ring through the centuries 
of honest men: “Mea Culpa”— 
“through my fault.” As men 
say these words, they beat their 
breasts. There are two ways of 
beating one’s breast. One is to 
drive the guilt in until evil be- 
comes identified with person- 
ality, and then begets despair. 
The other way is to beat the 
guilt out by penance and right- 
ing the wrong. It is of this kind 
of scourging of hearts that great 
men and great nations are born.
